A reward of 
$1,000 is offeréd by the village for the 
arrest of her murderer, but no clue, as 
yet, has been discovered.

San Francisco, October, 16. 
Judge Toohy’s Court-room was | 
crowded this morning by an eager 
throng, almost tearing down the doors 
in their anxiety to witness the sen- 
tencing of Kyle, the rape fiend. The 
Judge took his seat promptly at 10 
o’cloek, and ordered Kyle to stand up 
and say why sentence should not be 
passed upon bim. J. D. Whaley, the 
prisoner’s counsel, moved for a new 
trial; the motion was denféd, and the 
counsel then moved for an arrest of 
judgment. Judge Toohy denied the 
motion and exceptions were taken to 
both rulings. In passing sentence, 
Judge Tooby said: Though you re- 
fused mercy to your prostrate victim, 
on the evening of August ninth, the 
law will not now deal so barshly with | 
you; it seeks not your punishment so 
much as to deter others from imitating 
your depraved example. Instead ofa 
life sentence, and in order that you 
may be encouraged to reform your 
conduct, it is the judgment of law, and 
the sentence of this Court, that yon be 
imprisoned in the State Prison at Fol- 
som for and during the period of fifty 
years.’’ A stay of 30 days in the exe- 
cution of the senience was granted.

GENERAL NOTES. 


Judge Advocate General Swain is 
of the opinion that the Government 
will soon pardon Sergeant Mason, 
imprisoned at Albany for shooting at 
assassin Guiteau. This opinion pre- 
vaiis generally among army officers: 
an examination of the records reveal 
applications for Mason’s release in 
the form of the largest general peti 
tions ever presented, the signatures 
attached to the papers which are 
from every State and Territory, ag 
gregating more than 900, 000.
